MIGNON 


‘Mignon’ is based on part of Goethe’s novel “Wilhelm Meister" 
and was first permormed at the Opera Comique in 1866. The 
first performance in English was at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin in 
1879. It tells of a young girl whose earliest memories are of 
having been abducted by a troupe of gypsies. She is now with 
another group of gypsies, and when she is threatened by Giarno, 
the gypsy chief, for refusing to dance in the courtyard of a 
German inn, she is protected by Lothario, a wandering minstrel, 
and then by Wilhelm Meister, a student. Philine, an actress who 
has observed the scene with Laertes, an actor, is much taken 
with Wilhelm, and he with her. Wilhelm buys Mignon from the 
gypsies, and agrees eventually that she can go with him, dressed 
as a page. Frederic, who is also in love with Philine, enters and 
discovers that the troupe of actors has been invited to perform 
in ‘his uncle’s castle. 


Act 2. Philine prepares for the performance and Laertes brings 
in Wilhelm, who has followed her, and Mignon. Left alone in 
the room, Mignon uses Philine’s make-up and tries on one of 
her dresses. Frederic breaks in and, on Wilhelm’s return, challenges 
him to a duel, which is stopped by Mignon. Wilhelm realises 
that he can no longer have a girl travelling with him, and says 
farewell to her. The scene changes to the park outside the castle, 
Mignon is about to throw herself into the lake in despair when 
she hears Lothario's harp. He consoles her, but when she hears 
the audience applauding Philine she cries out that she wishes 
the building would be struck by lightning and destroyed by fire, 
and rushes away. Philine, who has been performing Titania in 
"A, Midsummers Night's Dream" comes out from the conserva- 
tory with the audience and sings the famous Polonaise “Je Suis 
Titania", When Mignon reappears Wilhelm is so pleased to see 
her that Philine sends her into the conservatory in search of a 
bouquet. Lothario has set the building on fire, but Wilhelm goes 
after Mignon, and rescues her from the flames. 


Act 3. Wilhelm has brought Mignon and Lothario to an Italian 
castle, in the hope that she will recover from the effects of the 
flames. He has discovered that Mignon loves him, and realises 
that he in return loves her. When she comes from her sickroom 
and looks out on the landscape she is troubled by half forgotten 
memories. Philine has followed Wilhelm, and when she is heard 
singing outside, Mignon is desperately upset, but Wilhelm re- 
assures her. Lothario enters, his reason restored by familiar 
surroundings, and announces that he is the Count Cipriano, and 
that this is his castle. He recognises in Mignon the daughter who 
was stolen as a child, and for whom he had been searching as a 
minstrel, and the opera ends happily with Mignon and Wilhelm 
united with her father.
